expenditures this year over last will be 
ia round numbers about $80,000,000. In 
almost every bill there has been an in- 
crease. Thirty-two millions have been 
added to tho pension appropriation, over 
83,000,000 to the river and harbor "divide,' 
nearly $1,000,000 to the postal bill, aud 
and last but not least, 524,000,000 is 
chargeable to deficiencies caused by tho 
prosimony and demagogical pretense of 
that last Democratic Congresa.

A new scheme lies broken out among 


the Eastern churches to provide for 
"God's poor." Each church ia buying 
a farm, to which poor people are sent to 
work cut their salvation in fuav and tur- 
nip patcdics. This combination of re- 
ligion and ruta bagas is certainly a happy 
one, and ought to corno into general 
practice. Steady work on a farm cannot 
but be far iuoro preferable to the poor 
of a church than good advico'nnd fino 
conversation, that is now lavished upon 
them regardless of cost. 
There is 


always something on a farm that any- 
body can do, and do well, and that will 
be worth good wages, if the laborer is 
i'airly remunerated, and a church society 
would bo sure to do this. 
Then, in tho 


fall, when the gojilen harvest .was gath- 


ered, 'ino-iciiurcn '•memoers wouia 01 
course give their patronage to their own 
farm aad lay in their winter supply o£ 
potatoas, carrots, beets, onions, etc., 
from their own vines and figtrees, so to 
speak. The report of the Superintend- 
ent would show whither the farm was 
drifting financially, and if it needed any 
fertilizing top-dressing iu the way of a 


i mortgage. 
Ministers whose health is 


poor, from hard study and overwork,

Recording 
these tattoo-n:arks would facilitate the 
identification of criminals, as the body- 
marks cannot be erased except by surgi- 
cal operation at the expense of a perma- 
nent scar. The fear of tattooing would 
act as a powerful deterrent to those 
about to commit crimes, and also tako 
away the motive to escape from those 
who had merited and received the third 
penalty or open tattoo and wero sen- 
tenced to long periods of imprisonment.

The 
rest of .the..ships wore cargo-laden, 
twenty-two and twenty-three foot in the 
water. AH went by safely till the seven- 
teenth, the Scotch Greys.

either end and in the passage.

commodation may bo increased in two 
ways). Tho whole length of the canal 
may be widened so as to allow of ships 
passing each other everywhere. 
S;ieh a 


work "would not be di'.Hcult, but it 
'would bo very costly. The deep-water 
'passage would have to be'more than 
doubled iu width, as the slow speed 
makes steering dillienlt, and ships in 
'passing would require plenty of sea-room 
to avoid accidents. The present width 
of twenty-live yards would have to hi! 
raisud to sixty, but it would not. be 
necessary lo increase the widlii of sur- 
face of the whole waterway, which is 
already 100 yards from bank lo bank. 
The second mode of increasing the 
facilities of passage is more feasible, 
and 
has much 
to recommend 
it.

A bo lit font1 p. in. a wall ol'water, 
apparently twenty feet high, was seen 
sweeping down upon the Indian settle- 
ment with irresistible force. ..

Mothers and fathers snatched 
up their littlo ones and endeavored lo 
escape to the high grounds.

fortunate enough to do so were either 
swept away ot1 saved themselves by 
clinging to tho branches of trees.

' mermaid. It grows to bo sometimes as 
long as seventeen or twenty feet, but 
generally not more than from eight to 
twelve feet, and to weigh from one to 
three or for.r tons, having a body tho 
siuo of an elongated barrel, slightly 
flattened above and below, with two 
fore-limbs, but no sign of hinder ex- 
tremities, and a horizontally ilattoned 
or apatulato tail of about one-fourth tho 
extent of tho body. Its skin is much 
like that of tho hippopotamus, and io 
very sparsely covered with hair. 
Its 


fore-limbs are set far forward, are more 
free in their motions than those o£ the 
cetaceans, and may be used as claspers, 
flexed over the chest, for swimming or 
dragging tho animal along tho bottoms, 
or up the banks of the rivers in which it 
feeds, and to assist in tho prehension of 
food. 
Tho finger-bones may bo folt 


through tho sltin, with wliich they are 
connected; but no evidence of digital or- 
gans is outwardly visible, except the 
rudimentary nails on tho edges of tho 
flippers. 
The flippers, flexible and pos- 


sessing much of the power in hand, havo 
given the animal its name, from tho 
Latin manus, a hand. Tho head is con- 
ical, Tvith a fleshy nose, liko that of n 
cow, 
and largo nostrils, and appears as 


if_joinecl immediately on to the body, 
without visible neck. Anatomy further- 
more- shows that ono of tho cervical 
vertebras, of which there ore generally 
eeven in mammals, including tho du- 
gong, is wanting. Tho mouth is small 
and without front teeth, but is provided 
with two mobile, lateral, bristle-covered 
pods, with which it seizes its food quite 
dexterously. Tho mammre are on the 
breast, ana so resemble those of tho hu- 
man being as to make it easy to believe 
that the fable of the mermaid was de- 
rived from this animal. 


Tho manatees feed in herds on tho bot- 


toms of rivers and tho shallow waters 
along tho shore, whore they browse on 
algco and aquatic herbs. 
They associate 


together in the most peaceable manner, 
and show a great community of feeling. 
They combine for defense when attacked, 
taking especial care of their young, by 
putting them in the center of the group, 
and, it is said, showing so much intelli- 
gent sympathy as to try to pull out tho 
weapon from ono of their companions 
which may havo been struck -with a 
harpoon.— W. H. Larrabee,in Popular 
Science Monthly.

Tlie Spartan LaYV-Givcr, Lycurgus. 


The history and legislation of Lycur- 


gns ore involved in considerable obscur- 
ity ; indeed, to such an extent that many 
of tho leading scholars of modern times 
have viewed them with r.o little sus- 
picion. Tho generally accepted account 
of the celebrated Spartan law-giver is to 
the efi'ect that Lycurgus lived about 88C 
years before our era, or, according tc 
others, about the yoar 1100 B. O., and 
was descended from the Doric family ol 
tho Proclidae. Po!ydoctcs, his brother, 
King of Himrta, died, and to his widow 
was born a posthumous son. Tha widow 
and mother proposed to Lycurgus tc 
destroy the unborn babe it' ho mar- 
ried 
her. 
Lycurgus was 
shocked, 


but 
pretended" 
partially to couseni 


by saying it 
was as easy to make 


way with an infant after as before i( 
came into the world. When the child 
was born Lycui-gus at once procluimec 
bun King, and his undo became hid 
guardian. Then it is recorded that Ly- 
curgns traveled iu many lands in Asia 
Minor, Crete, Egypt, and even India, bu 
as to tho lattor it is decidedly uncertain 
and unlikely, lie studied tho constitu- 
tions of the nations ho- traveled among, 
and finally, ai'ler many long journoyings, 
ho returned to Sparta. 
During his ab- 


sence affairs had become disordered in 
Sparta, and on his arrival almost the en 
tire community requested him to drav 
up a constitution for them, to which he 
consented. Then lie induced them to 
solemnly swear that they would make no 
change in tho laws till ho came back 
and he left Sparta, and it was never 
known exactly whither lie wont or where 
he died. 
By his departure and failure to 


return he had hoped to make the Spartan 
Constitution 
eternal; and tho people 


saw he was a god, and worshipped him 
Probably such a person as Lycurgus ox 
isted, who, at some remote time anc 
critical juncture in. Spartan afl'airs, maj 
have been selected, perhaps, on accouu 
of his wisdom and reputation, to prepare 
a code of laws for the better govern 
mont of tlio State. It can not bo im 
agiued that tho entire legislation o 
Sparta was first invented by Lycurgut 
and imposed upon 
tho people all a 


onco ; it is reasonable to suppose, how 
over, that lie collected, modified, and cu 
larged tho previously existing institu 
tions of Sparta. 
It is telatcd by Phi 


tarch that Lycurgus "commanded thn 
all gold and silver coin should, be callei 
in, and that only n sort of money ruadi 
of iron should bo current, a great weigh 
and cjuautity of which was of but verj 
little worth ; so that to lay up twenty o 
thirty pounds there 
was required 
i 


pretty largo closet, and, to remove it 
nothing less than a yoke of oxen,

the diffusion of this money, at onco o 
number of vices were banished from 
Lacedicmon ; for who would rob anothe 
of such a coin? Who would unjustly 
letain or take by force, or accept as r 
bribe, a thing which is not easy to hid 
uor a credit to have, nor, indeed, of an;

limbs, somnolency, misery, and crumb- 
ling to pieces. As it is in wood, so it is 
in men.
